The Joy of Redemption and Purification 

Malachi 3:1-4 

How many times have we sung or listened to Handel's "Messiah" at Christmas? 
The most familiar parts are those announcing and celebrating Jesus' birth. But there 
are other parts. How very much we want to avoid hearing about the "refiner's fire, the 
launderer's soap." Honestly, I don't want to take a good look at myself and see what 
kind of refining fire I need. "And He shall purify the sons of Levi..." Handel's chorus 
goes. We will be purified as well. And the thought of this purification process is fright- 
ening. 

But we do not have to dread this purification! God, through Jesus Christ, has 
purified us completely! We CAN endure the day of His coming - actually we can 
rejoice and welcome it, because of Easter. 

So, back to our "Messiah": each time, how eagerly we listen to the familiar parts, 
the "happy parts." Each year we observe Advent with feelings of joy. We know that 
John, the messenger, comes to "prepare the way" for Jesus. We can hardly wait for 
Jesus Himself. We look forward to Him especially at this time of the year, the season 
of His birth. The season that reminds us that "love and faithfulness should meet 
together" and that the love that we so undeservedly received at Christmas should 
grow in each one of us, until we are, indeed, filled with the fruit of righteousness. So 
filled that we should have time for nothing else but sharing that love with the entire 
world. Now the entire world is a "big order", so maybe our Christian concern begins 
with our friends, neighbors, the needy in our town, OUR Center, Lutheran Missions, 
the Homeless in Longmont, the Children of Prisoners, Toy for Tots - the list goes on 
and on, but every drop in the bucket helps fill it. So we can decorate, give gifts, sing, 
and love and give and give and give the love that we receive; because we have been 
purified and blessed and loved by Jesus Christ.
